All  animals  at  this  season  should 
have  roots,  usfH-oially  youiijf  stock.  If  fo<l  viitirely  on  dry  feed  their  first  H(r>niach 
will  be  so  dlstondod  that  thoy  will  lose  all  shaf)C,  and  never  afterwards  be  prusont- 
ablo  in  the  exhibition  rin^.  More  serious  results  than  this  follow,  for  when  siiring 
time  cornea  the  animals  will  bo  sure  to  aoour,  i;et  thin,  and  possibly  die.  Ig- 
norant farmers  wonder  why  so  many  animals  die.  Intelligent  farmers  nre  as  apt 
to  wonder  why  so  many  live.  Let  us  enquire  briefly  into  the  ratitinaU  of  feeding;. 
All  the  food  of  animals  oonsisis  of  several  bodies  having  distinct  properties,  and 
it  is  to  the  relative  ))roportions  of  these  that  different  food  materials  owe  their 
difforonoes  In  feeding  value.  Hay,  besides  woody  matter  which  is  nearly  useless, 
contains  starch,  sugar,  gum,  oil;  these  are  non-nitrogenmts ;  and  maintain  the 
warmth  of  the  iKKly  and  prodtjoe  fat.  It  also  contains  albuminotis  bodies,  which 
are  nitrogenotm ;  these  repair  waste  and  afford  material  for  the  growth  of  the  flesh.

At  this  season  of  the  year  the  sj/stcm  should  be  relieved  from  all  accumu- 
lations of  effete  matter,  and  a  thorough  purification  of  the  Blood  be  obtained

The  drill  crops  put  in  during  April  and  May  w<;i  now 
require  attention,  first  in  the  way  of  hand  noeing,  w^here  this  has  to  be  done,  and 
secondly  by  the  use  of  the  horse  hoe  or  cultlvatoi.    But  there  are  still  some  crops

been  well  worked  and  well  enriched.  The  Ilaltica,  or  turnip  flea,  is  the  (jreat  enemy 
of  the  cmbba^e  ;  all  efforts  at  his  destruction  have  failed,  and  the  only  elTective  way 
of  wa^^inpT  war  with  him  is  to  trent  hiin  generously  by  Hwwing,  between  the  cabbafiro 
rows,  couunon  white  mustard,  the  .vounjf  oeedling  plants  of  which  are  far  mure 
palatable  to  the  flea  than  vubbutre.  TomatoeiiaJiso  may  be  set  out  later  in  the  uionth. 
Ground  cherries  do  best  when  they  come  up  from  seed  in  the  soil,  wl^ich  they  will 
do  for  years.  Finish  planting  everything  now  iu  field  and  garden,  such  as  indiivn 
corn,  bush  and  pole  beans,  cucumbers,  squashes,  turnips.  Tender  plants  may  now 
be  put  »ut  in  the  flower  beds.    Do  not  touch  strawberx^'  plants  for  wooding  or  hoe-

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month  of  seed-time,  yot  Turnip  sowinif  may  ftilJ  lie  doue.  Some  even  prefer  to 
s<)w  their  SweUea  this  month,  and  the  aoft  Turnips  for  immediate  feeding  uced  no^< 
necessarily  bo  lown  till  the  eud  «f  July.  The  groand  should  have  uiideri<oMe  a 
thorouifh  pulverisation.  Ijight  saiHiy  soil  is  the  best  for  Turnips.  They  start  best 
after  the  ground  is  warm,  but  the  bulbs  swell  most  rapidiy  during  tbe  cool  dewy 
nights  of  Autumn.  The  soil  cannot  be  worlced  too  deep  or  made  too  fine  for 
Turnips.  Town  manures  are  valued  for  this  crop ;  and  crushed  bones  have  been 
applied  with  the  best  eflfects,  either  when  covered  in  the  drills  in  the  manner  of 
oruiiiary  dunqr,  or  when  sown  by  machine  along  with  the  seeds,  so  as  to  be  in 
iniinediate  contact  with  the  latter.  Guano  has  been  lar;;cly  used  of  late  years. 
Supcrphuspliate  is  very  ctficacioud.    One  point  of  Turnip  culture  that  is  often

eatable  thing'  for  the  cattle  to  grow  or  fatten  upon  when  the  piiatures  are  all  burnt 
up.  After  haying  there  will  Ikj  work  in  the  garden  and  especially  in  the  orchard. 
Look  after  the  ripening  fruit,  destroy  caterpillars,  if  any  still  remain  ;  pick  the 
early  Augrust  apples,  and  send  them  into  market.  When  the  rains  come,  beds  of 
strawberries  may  be  mado  up.  Sec  that  the  ground  ia  well  draijiod  and  enriched 
wiU)  old  manure.  Mushrooms  now  appear  in  the  horae  pastures.  The  calving  .H 
cows  for  the  season  will  now  be  pretty  well  over.  All  thoroughbred  calves  should 
be  at  once  registered  in  the  official  Stock  Register  of  the  Boai-d  of  Agricr.ituro. 
For  grade  stock  the  fanner  should  keep  a  record  in  a  book  for  after  rcferen  je.

Horn  Durhams  will  come  into  favor.  Throuf^h  the  importations  of  pure  animals 
by  the  Board  of  Ajrriculture,  the  whole  stock  of  the  country  is  rapidfy  rising  into 
hiifh  grades,  and  the  farmer  who  oontmues  insensible  to  this  fact  will  be  left 
behind.

the  pointA  noted  below :— -To  take  «p  aiid  store  roots  successfully  is  a  simple  art 
when  propei^y  underetCKxl,  bat  the  frequeiH  destruction  of  roots  to  the  oellar 
shows  that  it  to  not  always  understood  ^or  carried  out.  Potatoes  should  be  dug  in 
dry  weather,  and  allowed  to  dry  completely  on  the  surface  before  being  put  togeUier 
in  heaps  or  in  the  cellar ;  the  best  way  is  to  put  them  on  a  bam  floor  and  exoludie 
the  litf nt,  otherwise  they  will  become  ipreen  oud  acquire  a  bitter  taste  and  poisonous 
qualities.  Mangels,  turnips  and  carrots  should  be  topped  and  the  fine  root  fibres 
cut  off.  Before  storing  they  should,  in  like  manner,  be  exposed  to  dry  air  that  the 
wounds  may  heal  over;  if  put  at  once  into  the  cellar,  the  wounded  tissue  will 
begin  to  ferment,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  roots  will  be  rotted  by  contact.    If

8.  Subject  to  the  exceptions  hereinafter  made,  no  person  shall  practise 
physic,  surgery  or  midwifery  in  Nova  Scotia,  unless  his  name  »hali  be 
registered  in  the  Tiook  of  Registry  of  the  I'ruvmcial  Medical  Board,  and 
unless  he  shall  have  received  irom  such  Board  a  license  to  practise. 

16.  Aoy  person  entitled  to  be  registered  undsr  this  chapter,  but  who 
shall  neglect  or  omit  to  be  so  registered,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the 
rights  or  privileges  conferred  by  the  provisions  of  this  ch«pter,  so  long  is 
such  neglect  or  omission  sliati  continue.

24.  No  person  shall  be  apfiotnted  as  medical  officer,  physician  or  sur- 
geon in  ftoy  urauch  of  the  public  service,  or  in  auy  hospiial  or  other  char- 
itable institution,  unless  be  shall  ha  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

25.  No  cei-tificate  required  by  any  Act  now  in  (orfie,  or  that  may  here- 
kfter  be  passed,  from  any  physician  or  burgeon,  or  medical  practitioner  shall 
bt  valid,  unless  the  person  signing  the  same  shall  be  registered  under  this 
chapter.

and  neing  recovered,  sfaiili  belong  to  the  Boa-d  fi»r  the  uhS  tiiereof  under 
thi«  cliapter  I'rovided  that,  where  the  information  lending  to  such  recov- 
ery shall  have  been  given  by  any  person  unconnected  with  the  medical 
pi'ofessioo,  such  person  shall  be  eutitled  to  receivo  one-half  of  the  sum  so 
recovered. 
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88.  Upon  the  trial  ot  snch  cause,  the  burden  of  proof  as  to  the  license 
or  right  of  the  defendant  to  practise  Physic,  Surgery  or  Midwifery  in  Nova 
Scotia  shall  lie  upon  the  defendant.

When  s  balance  remains  in  the  Treasurer's  hards 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  amount  is  given  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Society. 

British  American  Book  an©  Tract  Society — Prest.,  T.  A. 
Brown.  Treaa.,  Geo.  H.  Starr,  Secretary  and  Superintendent  (^  Col- 
portage,  Alex.  McBean.  These  office-bearers  with  a  Board  of  Directors 
composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen  of  various  denominations,  areelected 
annually.  The  Society  was  incorporated  in  1872.  Its  expenditures  in 
eleven  years  amounted  to  $273,414.  It  received  in  donations  over 
$35,000 ;  and  it  circulated  publications  to  the  value  of  over  $250,000. 
The  publications  circulated  are  mainly  those  of  the  Beligious  Tract 
Society  of  London,  and  other  non-denominational  publishing  houses. 
About  $47,000  have  been  spent  in  Colportage, — ^and  108  years  of 
labour  were  devoted  to  this  object.  Religious  Books,  Tracts,  Maga- 
zines, Sabbath  School  Papers,  Libraries  alf  half  price,  &o.,  are 
specialties  of  the  Society's  Depository.  The  operatbns  of  the  Society 
are  directed.by  an  Executive  Committee  which  meets  monthly,  ^pd  by 
Sab-Committees  on  Colportage^  Publications  and  Finance  .

It  haa  a  large  Library  and 
a  spacious  and  well  supplied  Reading  Room  :  also  Committee  Rooms, 
Class  Rooms,  Parlor,  Lecture  Hall  and  Dining  Room. — Any  person  pf 
good  moral  character  may  hucomc  a  meml^r,  but  no  one  can  serve  on 
committee  or  be  an  ofRcer  of  tho  Association  witltput  being  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  some  Evangelical  Church.

Halifax  Infants'  Home— The  object  of  this  Home  is  to  receive 
and  tenderly  care  for  destitute  infants.  Its  affairs  are  managed  by  a 
Committee  of  ladies.  The  annual  expenditure  amounts  to  about 
93000.  It  has  no  building  of  its  own,  and  no  endowment.  The  number 
of  infants  in  the  Home  at  any  one  time  is  about  fourty-two.  When  the 
children  are  about  two  years  old  they  are  given  out  to  be  adopted  by 
families  in  the  countrv.  Nearly  twenty  have  been  thus  provided  for 
within  the  past  year.  The  Committee  extends  its  care  as  far  as  possible 
to  the  mothers  of  the  destitute  infants,  aiming  thus  at  a  double  good. 
The  Home  is  situated  at  the  comer  of  Inglis  Street  and  Tower  Koad.

AsTLUM  FOR  the  Blind — Board  of  Managers,  William  Murdoch, 
Esq.,  who  died  in  London  in  1867,  left  by  Will  £5000  N.  S.  Currency 
towards  endowing  an  Asylum  for  the  Blind.  This  led  to  other  gifts 
and  the  erection  of  a  building  at  a  cost  of  £3000,— capable  of  accom- 
modating forty  pupils.  The  Institution  is  really  a  school.  There 
were  ten  boys  and  six  girls  on  the  Roll  in  1876.  Income  fuih  all 
sources  $2,656.

Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution — (Gottingen  Street.)  This  Institu- 
tion has  been  in  operation  for  twenty  years.  Aborjt  two  hundred  pupils 
have  been  under  instruction  there.  It  is  suppoitcd  partly  by  grants  from 
the  Governments  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  partly  by  voluntary  con- 
trihntionB — most  of  the  pupils  bcin*;  too  poor  to  pay  for  th«ir  board  and 
education.  The  pupils  range  in  age  from  five  years  up  to  twenty-five. 
Those  who  have  the  full  benefit  of  an  education  here  are  able  to  express 
themselves  witii  fluency.  Some  of  the  pupils  are  iniight  to  speak.

The  City  Civil  Court,  presided  over  by  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate, 
(having  Jurisdiction  of  sums  up  to  $80),  is  held  in  the  City  Court  House, 
Market  Square,. on  the  second  and  fovi'th  Wednesday  of  every  month. 

The  City  Criminal  Court  meets  on  tbejirst.  and  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month,  and  is  also  presided  over  by  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate^  having 
jurisdiction  in  all  statutable  offences,  except  treason,  homicide,  burglary 
and  arson.     Clerk  of  the  above  Courts,  the  City  Clerk  or  Assistant  Clerk. 

The  Police  Office  is  open  every  week  day,  from  10  to  3  o'clock^  (except 
on  Saturday,  when  it  closes  at  1  p.m.)  The  administration  of  Police  and  all 
executive  powers  of  the  corporation  is  vested  in  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate.
